The villainous method of dying teas being 
as pernicious to health, as mixing allum with 
the ftaff-of lite; and the mifchief done thereby 
may poffibly. be as general, fince tea is become 
one of the neceflaries of lite to half the people 
of thiskingdom. Bythe act paffed lait feflions, 
relating tothe making of bread, bakers convicted 
of putting allum or other pernicious ingredi- 
ents in their flour, are not to be fined above 
five pounds, nor lefs than forty fhillings; but 
in confideration of the penalty being fo light, 
they are to undergo the ignominy of having 
their names publifhed in the London Gazette, 
or fome other public paper, which is a much 
greater punifhment than the fine. Now if the 
legiflature fhou'd think it proper to make the 
fame regulations with refpect to adulterating 
Tea, it would probably gotarther towards -put- 
ting a ftop to that moit pernicious practice, than 
the prefent large fines. In the mean time, as 
great numbers are alarmed at the late profecu- 
tions of fome Tea-dealers, “tis very probable, 
upon proper application of the fair-dealers in 
that commodity, the names of the culpable may 

be made public. 

On Friday laft was committed to Chelmsford 
gaol, by the Rev. John Margon, Michael Green, 
of High Eatter in the county of Effex, being 
charged upon oath with felonioufly jetting fire 
(upon the zoth of Sept. laft, in the night-time) 
to an outhoufe belonging to Mr. John Edwards, 
near Dunmow, which was entirely confumed, 
together with his dwelling-boufe and other out- 
houfes, in which were contained great qhanti- 
ties of coin and other goods, to a coniiderable 
value..

From the Gamp at Borken, Sept. 30. Yehterday 
morning M. de Pern, who commands a cenfi- 
derable body of troops at Luynen, attacked the 
Duke of Holttein, who, with three battalions of 
toot znd two regiments of dragoons, occupied 
an advanced poft at Borken. ‘1 he French, hav- 
ing made themmfelves matters of two bridges over 
the Lippe at Luynen and at Beedebourg, took 
advantage of this, and marched in the night- 
time with a very duperior force to the advanced 
poits of the Prince of Holftein, where they ar- 
rived at break of day. One of our pofts upon 
the road to Luynen ftopt them fome time, and 
retreated in very good order. The enemy, who 
advanced their infantry through fome thickets, 
whilft their cavalry kept the high road, were 
{topt by a battalion which we had thrown into 
Borken, and which made good we of two pieces 
of cannon they had with them. In tie mean 
time the enemy got up their cannon, and piic-d 
four battering pieces upon an eminence, from 
whence they charged us very briikly, whilft their 
mufquetry fired upon us on both fides. Our 
orders were to retire towards Olphan, where 
his Serene Highnefs the Duke of Brunfwick had 
donbtlefs very good reafons to draw the enemy. 
Accordingly we prepared fortour retreat, which 
was performed in the beft order imaginable. 
The enemy, who followed us very clofe thro* 
the thicket, did not thew the fame ardour when 
our rear-guard drew up over-againit them upon 
the plain; on the contrary, they never came 
out of the wood; and we perceived foon after, 
that their body, which confifted at leaft of Sooo 
men, retreated with great precipitation towards 
Luynen, and repafled the Lippe there. Our 
whole lofs amounts to but fix killed and 12 
wounded. The enemy carried off their dead and 
wounded. One of our pofts, contifting of an 
Officer and 30 men, having loft their way in the 
wood, had the misfortune to fall into the hands 
of the enemy ; and another poft, which we had 
at Dalen, was furprized the fame day by a de- 
tachment which paffed the Lippe about the fame 
time. We retook all our pofts the fame night, and 
puthed fome of them to the gates of AltLuynen. 

Paris, Sept, 26. By a Portuguete frigate late- 
ly arrived at Lifbon from the coaft of Coro- 
mandel, letters have been received from thence, 
dated the rsth of March, advifing, that the 
Chevalier de Soupire, waiting for the arrival of 
M. de Lally, was preparing every thing for the 
opening of the Campaign. M. de Buffy had 
been at Salabetzingue to endeavour to appeaie 
the diffenfions which had arifen in that Prince's 
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Council fince his brother, Nizalmali, had ufurp- 
ed all the authority there. M. de Buffy had 
ar-ced againft Bagirao, the moft formidable 
Chitt of the Marates, but he afterwards treated 
with him, in order to prevent his making an 
alliance with the Englith, and was fo happy as 
to obtain of that Nabob.the evacuation of our 
provinces of: Condavir, which his troops were 
pillaging, and likewife the reftitution of three 
fhips which he had taken near Surate, a very 
important object underthe prefent circumftances. 
According to the fame letters, three Danith thips 
from the Ganges brought a great quantity of 
corn to Pondicherry the 24th ot February. 

The officers of thefe thips faid, that the Eng- 
Jith had deftroyed all the magazines at Chan- 
dernagor, that they would not fuffer any French 
Family along the Ganges, and that they had fo 
ill ‘ufed the prifoners, that moft of them had 
taken — With our troops at Banares. The 
Moors of that country are very defirous of us for 
their matters ; the Nabob himfelf, tho’ fet up by 
the Englith, is tired of their government, and 
had formed a party againft them, which was 
ready to rife when the Portuguefe frigate failed. 
We hove advice by the fame channel, trom Ben- 
gal, that Mr. Clive is furrounded by a party of 
Moors upon the Upper Ganges, andthat though 
the Englith have fent him two hundred from 
Calcutta, they will not be able to relieve him. 
The Englith troops in the diftrié&t of Bengal have 
lott upwards of twelve hundred men by ficknefs, 
and the remainder are in a very bad way. Moft 
of their own officers are dead, and all the Swifs 
officers in their fervice, except two, have re- 
figned. ‘Their fquadron, which failed from the 
Ganges the 8th of February, arrived the 24th 
of the fame month at Madrafs in very bad plight, 
and was obliged to go to Bonibay to careen.

LONDON. 

Letters from Leghorn by the way of Holland 
dated the 22d ult. tay, that the Volunteer, with 
her confort the Gibraltar frigate, were arrived 
at that port with feveral prizes. The Volun- 
teer brought in a Tartan the roth ult. and 
failed innmediately, having received intelligence 
of fome very rich fhips from Turkey. 

The Anfon and Invincible privateers of 
Briftol, have taken, and fent in there, a bri- 
gantine from St. Euttatia, with fugar, &c. The 
latter privateer has likewilé taken the En- 
drought, from St. Euftatia, of 359 tons; but 
fhe is not yet arrived. ‘The Blenheim privateer 
of London, and Phenix privateer of Brittol, 
have likewife tiken two large Dutch thips, of 
500 tons each, from St. Euftatia, and were 
fpoke with the 30th ult. all well, The above 
hips were part of a fleet which failed fome time 
ago under convoy of two Dutch men of war, 
but were feparated by a hard gale of wind after 
they failed. 

The Sarah, Robetts, from Lifbon, for New- 
foundland, was taken on the 22d of June by a 
French letter of marque and funk. 

Laft Sunday night a violent gale of wind arofe 
at S. S, W. and drove alhore a great number of 
tranfportsand floops, at Portfmouth. ‘The Royal

‘ Aboat a month paft Capt. Rowan took a

‘ Euftatia. Capt. Rowan’s genteel treatment to 
‘the Captain, induc'd him to tell Capt. Rowan 
‘that he had a few hours before parted with a 
‘fhip, Under Dutch colours, bound to St. Do- 
* mingo, with a French cargo, and directed 
* him how to fhape his courfe, which Captain 
* Rowan purfued, took her and brought her 
* into this Bay, where her cargo was condemn’'d. 
‘The French paflports, invoices, and letters, 
€ were concealed in a cafe, No. 260, in the hold, 
‘the letters were dated in Paris, in March; 
* and by them we find, that fince the commence- 
‘ment of the war, the Dutch are the carriers 
‘of their effets ; and that many French Mer- 
‘chants are gone over to Holland: That one 
* Feftis and Co. carry on the chief part of the 
* trade for the French. 

* When the hhip was brought in here, and the

ws EN thofe to whom, from the tie of duty, 
we owe affection, feem, from mere indo- 
fence, not to profit by our advices ; the only re- 
medy that is left, is, to repeat them, in hopes 
that, fome time or other, we may hit the right 
feafon, and thereby induce them to be attentive 
to their own interefts. The feafon of bufinefs 
is coming on apace; and there are three points 
which ought efpecially to occupy the thoughts 
of all true Loversof their Country. The firlt 
is, The profecuting this ju and neceflary war 
to a happy conclufion, by driving the French 
out of the neighbourhood of our colonies in 
North America, and by effeétually demolithing 
hernaval force: Thefe are the only Guaranties 
that éan fecure the fubfiftence of a future Peace. 
We fhall then know, and have proper notice ot 
her-intentions, by her embarking troops for 
Canada, or * her augmenting her marine; 
either of which ought to be coniidered as an aét 
of hoftility; for which her former conduét is a 
fuficient precedent. 
The next thing to be confidered is, ‘The ma- 
nazement of the war, that, juft and neceffary as 
it is, it may not be more expenfive than is re- 
quifite. Whatever our condition be, we mutt 
defray the charge of the war; bat it feems high- 
Jy rational that we fhould be fatisfied this charge 
- is, as much as pofhible, kept within bounds; tor 
even then, it would be full as much as we can 
bear. ‘If fome of the accounts were made pub- 
lick, it would have very good effects: frauds, 
it theré be any, would be deteéted ; if there be 
none, they could not. Befides, it might afford 
an opportunity, to fome who have it in their 
power, to fupply the Government cheaper ; or, 
af credit be required, to give it, upon the loweft 
terms. Frugality is the maker of abundance ; 
and fair reckonings need never fear the light. 
The lait thing is, to find fome method of 
raifing the whole, or at leaft fome part of the 
fupplies, within the compafs of the year. The 
method we are in, of running annually two, 
three, or four millions in debt, 1s become terri- 
ble roallthinking men. Itis time, indeed more 
thantime, that fome ftop thould be put to it; 
« 3 order that we, or our pofterity at leatt, may 
have a-pro‘peét of being, fome time or other, 
out of debt ; and the creditors of the publick, 
many of whom have their whole fortunes in the 
tunds, be releafed trom their anxiety, by having 
a-moral certainty that their debts will be one 
day paid.
